More Litigation Over Edwin Walk- 
er’s Stone Quarry at 
Lemont. 

A Novel Suit to Escheat Owner- 
less Property to Cook 
County.

The Chicago & Lemont Stone Company 
and Ite Embarrassments, 

A bill was filed Tuesday but suppressed for 
service by the Cook County Stone Company 
against the Chicago & Lemont Stone Company 
and Edwin Walker. Mary Walker, and Michael 
C. McDonald to prevent them from quarrying 
ou its property. The bill charges chat the com- 
plainant owns the south fraction of Sec. 18, 37, 
ll, which lies southeasteriy of the Illinois &

The Chicago Lemont Stove 
Company has fraudulently obtained possession 
of the property and is quarrying and shipping 
large quantities of stone, on some claim that 
it has a right so to do. This is denied by the com- 
plainant, and it asks that the defendants, ali of 
whom are alleged to irresponsible, 

enjoined from interfering with 
A temporary injunction 
Judge Jameson under 
a bond fer $25,000. Later in the day a replevin 
suit was begun by the same complainant against 
the same defendants to recover the rsonal 
property in the quarry, valued at $20,000. 
Yesterday another bill was filed against the 
Chicago & Lemont Stone Company and others to 
‘set aside numerous canverances made by Ed- | 
win Walker to it, and to declare frauduient the 
organization of the Cook Count 
Company. The complainants 
creditors’ bill are Alfred Roebuck, 
Charles nietz, August Rietz, Frederick Rietz, 
and R. G. W. Rietz, one of whom, Alfred Roe- 
brick, on Wednesday last recovered a judgment 
for $15,112.50 against Edwin Walker, and the 
others, Rietz & brothers, recovered a judgment 
for $2,663.87 in March last. They charge that in 
November, 1879, Walker, for the purpose of de- 
frauding bis creditors, assisted in the organiza- 
tion of the Chicago & Lemont Stone Company, 
and then conveyed to it his quarries in Lemont 
and the personal property used to run them, 
subject to several incumbrances. The real es- 
tate was sold in May last to Edgar Holmes under 
a previous trust-deed, and the personal property 
was sold on the I7th inst. to Harman Lowy under 
a chattel mortgage foreclosure. Both these sales 
are claimed to bave been fraudulent, and made 
at Walker's instigation to cheat his creditors. in 
further pursuance of the same couspiracy Ira 
and..Kdgar Holmes, Harman Lowy, and F. 8. 
Eames organized a new eorporation called the 
Cook County Stone Company, the final certifi- 
cate being led Aug. 3, 1 
Its capital was $300,0000, and 
tributed. as follows:

At o'clock the same 
morning the new company roceived a bill of 
sale ot the above described real and personal 
property of the Chicago & Lemont Stone Com- 
pany, aad immediately began a repievin suit, as 
above noted, to recover possession of the per- 
sonal property. This property cannot be 
separated or taken away from the quarries 
without great injury, and it is therefore asked

defendants may be restrained from interfering 
with the 2238 of Edwin Walker or of the 
Chicago & Lemont Stone Company. 


An Estate Without a Claimant—The 
County of Cook Wand to Be Adopted 
Heir. 

A novel uit. and one of the first of the k ind in 
this county, was begun yesterday in the Superi- 
or Court by State’s-Attorney Milis against E. A. 
Gibbs, administrator of the estate of Elizabeth 
A. Hill, and H.C. Paetzold, William Mitchell, 
and Louis Spitz, terre tenants,to deciare certain 
property escheated. The information sets out 
mat Elizapeth A. Hill died on the th of Janu- 
ary, 1881, in this city, the possessor and owner of 
No. 110 West Madison street, with the three, 
story building thereon. She left no will nor any 
heirs to inherit her p rty. E. A. Gibbs was 
subsequently appointed administrator of her es- 
tate, and has since managed it, and colleeted 
the rents from the terre tenants.

cents a hundred pounds on his future manufact- 
ures of wire.

THE DEMOCRATIC OPPORTUNITY IN THE 
SECOND DISTRICT. 

When the Illinois Legislature had agreed 
upon the plan of redistricting the State under 
the new Congressional apportionment, and 
had set aside that portion of Chicago known 
as Bridgeport to be the exclusive political 
property of the Democrats, Tue TRIBUNE 
suggested that a golden opportunity had 
been furnished the Democratic party to send 
one of its most distinguished members to 
Congress. It was to be expected, as has 
since happened, that a multitude of second- 
rate and obscure eandidates would come for- 
ward from among the residents of the dis- 
trict. The Cullertons, Hildreths Lawlers, 
Sheridans, Currans, Onahans, and other 
Irish Democrats who have been more or less 
conspicuous in ward politics are all in the 
field. But what is the Democratic party to 
gain from a selection among such 
a gathering? There is not a rest 
dent Democrat in the district, it is 
entirely safe to say, whose election would 
contribute to the credit of Chicago or the 
advantage of the Democratic party.. Yet 
there is no reason why the Democrats should 
not take up the very best embodiment and 
exponent.of Democratic principles they can 
find anywhere in the State. His election 
would be assured in advance, and in thts 
way the Democrats might avail themselves 
of ability which is excluded from Congress 
by the accident of residence in some Repub- 
lican district. A morning paper which is 
supposed to have special information in re- 
gard to Democratic affairs announces that 
the names of ex-Gov. John M. Palmer and 
ex-Senator Lyman Trumbull will be submit- 
ted to the Democratic Convention of the Sec- 
ond District. It will be a brilliant stroke of 
policy for the Second District Convention 
to agree upon one of these gentle- 
men in preference to any one of the 
local nobodies who are pushing themselves 
to the front. Both Palmer and Trumbull 
are men of National reputation. One has been 
Governor of the State and the other United 
States Senator. Both were Republicans at 
one time and have now all the zeal of con- 
verts. Both are men of acknowledged 
ability and character. The election of either 
one of them would bring the Second District 
into a prominence which it cannot hope to 
attain by the election of any resident Demo- 
erat, and would at the same time strengthen 
the Democratic party in Congress, and 
especially the Lilinois delegation, to a degree 
which is not otherwise possible. 

The mere question of residence ought not 
to influence the Democrats to forego so rare 
an opportunity as the possession of the 
Bridgeport district affords them. Mr. 
Trumbull lives in that portion of Chicago 
known as Hyde Park, which, before the late 
redistricting of the State, was in the same 
Congressional district with a large part of 
Bridgeport. Certainly the drawing of 
an imaginary line ought not to prevent 
the Democrats of the Second District from 
availing themselves of his services. Gov. 
Palmer, it is. true, lives at Springfield, but 
that is the Capital of the State, and he fs per- 
haps the most conspicuous Democrat in IIIi- 
nois. ‘There is no legal obstacle to his seiec- 
tion, and he may be safely trusted to exercise 
all the locah pride which is desirable. Com- 
pared to any\one of the resident candidates, 
either Trumbull or Palmer is “as Hyperion 
to a satyr.“ Bx nominating either of them the 
Democrats of the Second District may gain 
for themselves the credit for good judgment 
and progressive spirit which is usually de- 
nied to their party movements, and may as- 
sure to the Democrats the permanent reten- 
tion of that district, which one term of a Law- 
ler or a Hildreth might easily forfeit. 

Perhaps it is too much to expect of the reg- 
ular Democratic constituency of Bridgeport 
to originate the selection of a man like 
Palmer, or Trumbull, or David Davis. But 
if the regular convention shall refuse to 
adopt this judicious course the opportunity 
may revert to an Independent movement. 
The convention cannot make a selection from 
among the resident Irish Democrats now 
contending for the nomination without cre- 
ating a great deal of rancor and bad feeling. 


No Irishman from one county was ever yet 


advanced to political distinction at the ex- 
pense of other Irishmen from other counties 
a disturbance, If any one 

be selected fyom the list of Sheridans, Cur- 
rans, Lawleys, Onahans, etc., there will be 
bitter resentment among the friends of the 
didates. An Independent Dem- 

Ovement in that district which 

ke up a candidate like Trum- 

almer, or David Davis would have 

an excellent chance for success. On the 
one side there would be the regular Demo- 
cratic candidate, who would be mainly con- 
spicuous for his unfitness. On the other 
side would probably be a Socialist candidate, 
weighed down with the objectionable char- 
acter of his associations. Under these condi- 
tions a man like Trumbull, Palmer, or David 
Davis, running as ah Independent Democrat, 
would receive the entire Republican vote, 
the active support of the most intelligent 
Democrats in the district, and also the in- 
uence of the disaffected Irishmen. But the 
regular Democratic Convention may head off 
any such movement, allay all dissensions, 
and assure a rousing Democratic majority by 
nominating one of the acknowledged leaders 
of their party without reference to the lo- 
cality where he has been in the habit of sleep- 

ing. *

Under existing laws the sale of 
aleoholic drinks in Michigan is Neensed for 
a consideration, varying in amount accord- 
ing to circumstances, which runs as high as 
$500 a year, and is subjected to strict sur- 
veillance by the authorities. Under the 
operation of these laws during the past few 
years the number of saloons has been re- 
duced by nearly 1,500, and several hundred 
thousands of dollars of revenue have been 
collected, to the relief of taxpayers 
in a like amount. In many locali- 
ties the liquor license fees pay almost 
the entire public expenses, The taxes and re- 
strictions imposed upon the business amount 
to a guarantee of prohibition in every com- 
munity where the prevailing public senti- 
meht demands it, for saloons cannot comply 
with the conditions of the law ‘except in 
places where they have a liberal support. 

In the resolution cited above there is a sug- 
gestion of two errors that are constantly 
made in connection with this question. The 
first is, that the people ought at any time to 
have the opportunity to amend the organic 
law-of the State, and the second is, that when- 
ever a majority of the voters in s, State are in 
favor of theoretical prohibition it is wise 
and desirable to attempt the coercion of those 
who are opposed to practical prohibition. 

ln regard to the first proposition, it cannot 
be properly assumed that the organic law of 
a State should be exposed to radical change 
at any time. The organic law itself pro- 
vides against thoughtless or erratic changes 
by empowering the Legislature to determine 
when proposed amendments to the Constitu- 
tion shall be submitted to the people. This 
provision is a wise protection against fre- 
quent commotion. Without some such re- 
straint the people would be constantly urged 
by factions and specialists to take sides upon 
some abstract principle or policy. It is nota 
question of “the fundamental right of the 
people to alter, from time to time, the organ- 
ic law of the State,” but a question whether 
it is wise to agitate a particular alteration at 
a particular time. The Legislature is charged 
with the authority and responsibility of de- 
ciding that question. : 

As to the second suggestion involved in the 
above resolution, it is still a matter of serious 
doubt whether a majority of people scattered 
over a large State can enforce total absti- 
nehce from alcoholic liquors upon the other 
people who are almost.as numerous. The de- 
terinination of this question for a State is 
very different from any decision which may 
be reached by a city or town. When a num- 
ber of people live together in a compact com- 
munity, a desired majority may, with proper 
energy and persistence, establish and main- 
tain prohibition. Under such circum- 
stances, people who are opposed to the rule, 
bemg in the minority, either submit 
or move away. But it can be readily under- 
stood that a majority in a State population 
may favor prohibition and yet be powerless to 
enforce it in single communities of that State 
where the public sentiment is overwhelm- 
ingly opposed to the restraint. The majority 
of the people in Maine are in favor of prohibi- 
tion, and there has been a prohibition law in 
that State nearly forty years, but that condi- 
tion did not enable the Sheriff to seize sixty- 
two cases of beer in Augusta the other day, 
nor does it prevent barrooms from being 
kept open in all the large towns of the State. 

These are among the considerations which 
are apt to be ignored in the excitement of a 
prohibition eraze, which has recently re-~ 
ceived an impetus by the success of the Pro- 
hibitionists in Iowa. But in the end prohi- 
bition is bound to be a practical question, 
and whatever the opinions of a majority of 
the people may bein any State it has not 
yet been settled anywhere ‘that prohibition 
can be enforced in communities where it has 
not the approval and backing of public senti- 
ment. Until this practical phase of the 
question shall be determined in favor of the 
Prohibitionists in at least one of the several 
States where they are in the majority, States 
like Michigan, where the liquor traffic is 
under perfect regulation, can better afford to 
wait than force the issue. 


A NEW THING IN PHILOSOPHY. 

Philosophers have always regarded them- 
selves, even if they have not been so re- 
garded by others, as quite competent to reg- 
ulate the affairs of the world better than 
worldly men can regulate them. From these 
sublime hights they are accustomed to look 
down upon ordinary men and to smile with 
a serene sort of contempt at their follies and 
foibles; to pity their tailures, and at period- 
ical epochs to announce that they have the 
universal panacea for all earthly ills. Your 
professional philosopher is not only certain 
that he knows it all but that he has a monop- 
oly of the knowledge. From the days of 
Plate, and even before that early period, the 
philosophers of all schools have been in the 
habit of assembling and promulgating their 
theories and formulas for the governing of 
the world and the regulatign or human af- 
fairs, and have not only kindly consented to 
relieve unphilosophical men of their respon- 
sibility, but have manifested a readiness any 
time the Deity is disappointed in His methods 
to undertake the task of governing the 
world by their metaphysical system. The 
Concord School of Philosophy represents this 
class in Our own country, its ruling spirit be- 
ing Mr. Bronson Alcott, an elderly Harold 
Skimpole, who is inndcently impervious to 
financial values, who recklesly orders lamb 
and green peas in midwinter, and buttons 
his pants behind him, these minor details of 
life not being worthy of philosophical atten- 
tion, When his philosophers are not in ses- 
sion in Concord he travels the country over 
and illustrates his philosophical views in 
conversational soirées,in which he shows 
how to bring up children on 4 subjective 
basis and run a house by the simple theorem 
of the objectivity of the absolute ego. 

Mr. Alcott’s school has recently been in 
session at Concord, and was largely attended. 
Among those present was a philosophical 
gentleman from the West. He brought a let- 
ter of introduction, and as he appeared eager 
to acquire philosophical knowledge and has 
a bulging brow, he was heartily welcomed as 
a promising neophyte, There are people in 
this world singularly constituted, They are 
interrogative by nature. Their very feat- 
tures as they approach you assume the shape 
of the interrogation point, They never post- 
ulate anything. They never answer any- 
thing. Their manner of speech always 
has the rising inflexion. They attach a 
handle to their victim and never stop the 
pump until it wheezes. They always 
“mind the why and wherefore.” The 
Western philosopher was one of this ciass. 
He was interrogative for the reason that, as 
he could not understand what was going on 
around him, he could not be responsive. It 
would have been rash for him to assert any- 
thing, for he at once would have exposed. 
himself. Sohe kept himself down to ques- 
tions, and, as he assumed a wise, oracular 


| look, he made a deep impression upon the 


real philosophers: Whatever form the dis- 
cussions took, whether they were analytic or 
synthetic, whatever was under discussion— 
the justification of phenomena to the reason, 

elements of Agnosticism, or 

o-Platonism, the 1 doctrines 
of the dharma, or the manner in whieb per- 
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sonal entities transform potentiality into 
actuality, and vice versa, whether the philos- 
ophers were engaged in differentiating euti- 
ties out of nothing or establishing connections 
between the objective reality and the cog- 
nizing mind, our inquiring philosopher was 


always at hand with his interrogations, seek- ° 


ing for light. And as it was quite immate- 
rial to him, his mind being in à drastic 
well as plastic condition, with which schoo 
he affiliated, the positivist, the sensationalist, 
the material, the cartesian, the empiric, or 
the evolutionary, he became a great favorit, 
and then sprang up quite a competition for 
his conversion, 

Like many another philosopher, our West- 
ern friend was momentarily impecunious, 
but as he professed to be prospectively pecu- 
nious he asked for small loans wherewith to 
attend to small unphilosophical matters, like 
board and lodging. As it was not unphilo- 
sophical to lend, they lent him. One day he 
received a draft fon $700, As he was un- 
known at the village bank, the head philos- 
opher undeftook the matter of introduc- 
tion, evidently thinking that this 


Progress from heterogeneity to homoge- 


neity was a startling but very beautiful 
instance of the growth of organic develop- 
ment. The bank accommodated him, and 
was proud to make the acquaintance of such 
a distinguishea neophyte. We may remark 
in passing that the bank was conducted upon 
the theorem of Schopenhauer: that space, 
time, and values are valid only for phenome- 
na; and its Cashier had gone still further and 
espoused the doctrine of Beneke: that we are 
able only imperfectly to know the external 
world through the sense. The neoplyte, 
finding that his newsystem of finance was 
not at variance with any forms of philesephy 
in Concord, plunged boldly in. His philo- 
sophical boarding mistress introduced him 


to a philosophical tailor, to whom he paid a 


bill of $50 with a draft for $350, getting back 
$300 in cash? Several other philosophical 
tradesmen received similar tokens of our 
Western friend’s favor, and still preserve 
them as souvenirs, One day the neophyte dis- 
appeared, and the philosophers to this day 
are trying to account for the absence of the 
money which wasin their pockets but is 
there no more. There are not wanting cyn- 
ical children of the worid who affirm that the 
neophyte was a swindler and handsomely 
worked the philosophers; but may he not 
have been some distinguished philosopher in 
disguise, who, having discovered the meth- 
ods of getting money out of one philosopher, 
was tempted to apply the doctrines of induc- 
tion and analogy to she whole school with 
the most beautiful results ? We assume this 
as a matter of charity; for philosophers 
are unable to take care of 88 what 
confidence can we have th will take 
care of the world if it should be i to 
them ? 
EXPORTS AND IMPORTS, 1882. 

The details of the imports and exports of 
the United States for the year ending Jane 
30, 1882, are contained in the latest Treasury 
bulletin. The totals of this exhibit may be 
thus stated: 

The value of the merchandise imported 
free of duty during the year was $210,579,007, 
against $202,491,547 imported in 1881. Of this 
class of imports $7,475,458 were imported in 
1888 under the reciprocity treaty with the 
Hawaiian Islands, against $5,373,077 import- 
ed free under the same treaty in 1881. 

The value of the dutiable merchandise im- 
ported in 1882 was $514,060,567, against $440,- 
173,081 in the year 1881. The total value of 
all imported merchandise in 1882 was $724,- 
639,574, against $642,664,628 in the year 1881. 

The value of exports of domestic merchan- 
dise in 1882 was $738,239,732, against $883,- 
925,947 in 1881. The value of foreign mer- 
chandise exported from the United States in 
1883 was $17,302,525, against $18,451,399 in 
1881, 

The imports of gold and silver in 1882 
were $42,472,390, against $110,575,497 in 1881, 
and the exports of gold and silver in 1882 
were $43,480,271, against $14,226,944 in 1881.

POLITICAL MURDER IN ALABAMA. 

Our readers will remember a dispateh 
which was printed recently in Toe TRBUNE 
from Butler, Ala., setting forth that evidence 
had been obtained of a negro plot, formed 
four years ago, and embracing 400 conspir- 
ators, the object of which was to murder all 
the white residents of Choctaw County on 
the 17th of this month, The story was ab- 
gurd on the face of it, and yet a nero named 
Jack Turner and six others were arrested, 
charged with being ringleaders, and on the 
19th of August athousand men of the county 
assembled and determined that Turner should 
die. The Meridian (Miss.) Mercury describes 
the hanging:

Since this infamous assasination and tort- 
ure of innocent negroes the real truth has 
come to light. Turner, it appears, was a 
a negro of unusual ability, who had been 
Chairman of the Republican County Com- 
mittee, and had worked so hard in the 
canvass preceding the election of Aug. 7 
as to nearly defeat the Bourbons. Besides 
this he had made himself obnoxious by ap- 
pearing as a witness against one Carnathan, 
a Choctaw Bourbon, who had whipped a ne- 
groin his employ for voting the Republican 
ticket. As there is a very close Cohgression- 
al canvass in that district the Bourbons took 
this method of getting rid of a strong oppo- 
nent and of terrorizing negro voters. From 
allthis it appears that there are Bourbons 
yetin the South who have not abandoned 
the old bulldozing methods, and who do not 
stop short of murder to carry out their polit- 
ical designs. 7

STRIKES AS A COERCIVE AGENT. 

The strike at the Harmony Mills at Co- 
hoes has ended, and the workmen have 
sought reémployment at the réduction in 
wages proposed by the proprietors. The loss 
has been a heavy one to the workmen, 
amounting to several hundred thousand dol- 
lars in wages, but has been on the whole 
profitable to the millowners, who have been 
saved the expenditure for wages during a 
season of a decline in prices following an 
overstocked market. Practically the strikes 
of 1882 have proved unfortunate and disas- 
trous to the workmen who have engaged in 
them. There may be occasional exceptions, 
but, as a rule, they have gproved failures not 
only in not obtaining ances in wages, and 
not even in successful, stance to proposed 
reductions in wages,/but also in the more se- 
rious particular of the failure of the 
unions and organizations to maintain their 
authority and control over the . la 
bor market. That the power of these 
organizations has deen weakened is 
very evident, As we pointed out early in 
the spring, the weekly arrivals of emigrants, 
with their families, needing employment and 
means of subsistence, so crowded the labor 
market as to render it impossible that those 
unemployed and those employed should be 
able to decline work on the best terms that 
were offered them. The additions te the 
number seeking labor and wages were at the 
rate sometimes of two or three thousand a 
day, and that was an unpropitious season in 
which to suspend labor. Bread is an essen- 
tial to life, and when there are three or four 
men with families in need of bread waiting 
for employment ft is unnatural to expect 
that all of them will voluntarily refuse the 
bread that may be offered them, even if it be 
not in the quantities. they may think they 
ought to have, The most significant feature 
of the strikes which have taken place this 
season has been the fact that in every 
case new hands have presented themselves 
to take the places of those who have refused 
the terms offered them and have gone out. 
This is true in the industrial centres, It 
has been the case in all the factories of wool 
and cotton, in the coal mines, in the steel 
and iron shops, in the glass and pottery 
works, and in all the branches of labor which 
have been disturbed by strikes. The em- 
ployers have been able to defy the striking 
workmen, and the violence which has been 
resorted to to deter new men engaging 
at work to earn bread has not been success- 
ful. Wherever the employers have really 
been anxious to resume work with new men 
they have succeeded in doing so in despite of 
the violence which in some cases has been 
adopted. Unable to exclude new workmen 
and unable to prevent even their own mem- 
bers in many cases from engaging at work 
in spite of the declared strikes, the 
power of the unions has been weakened if 
not destroyed. The strikes have led to the 
invention and introduction of new labor-sav- 
ing machines, thus weakening and reducing 
the necessity of skilled labor, and in fact 
rendering much ot the so-called skilled labor 
unnecessary, |

pon the workmen and their families. With 
the suspension of employment has been a 
suspension of wages and a loss of the means 
of living. To those whose daily wages are 
essential to even the ordinary means of liy- 
ing, the enforced idleness of a week is a 
severe privation, and when that privation is 
extended to months it becomes cruel and de- 
structive to health and life, and fails with 
crushing weight upon the wives and chil- 
dren of the victims, 

A review of the strike at the Harmony 
Mills, Cohoes, N. T., gives the following de- 
tails: Whole number of employés thrown 
out of work by the strike, 4,000. The weav- 
ers were the most important, and they re- 
sume work at an average of $1.10 per day; 
their total loss in wages during the strike 
was $116,000. The loss to the overseers, 
mule-spinners, and spinning-room hands was 
$84,900. In the carding-rooms 500 employés 
lost $44,000, while the loss to the children in 
the spinning department was $25,000, Spool- 
ers and warpers lost $18,000, and other hands 
$16,500, Total loss in wages $267,240. These 
are the figures at the reduced wages. The 
operatives now are in arrears $15,000 for rent

ag, and other necessaries 


of life. It will cost these people many 
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tiplyinge the losses 
the similar strikes of much larger establish- 
ments, the want of wisdom which suge ested 
and enforced this fruitiess method of redress 
must be painfully evident to the victims. 


Tue announcement ot the refusal of Judge 
Green to accept the Republican nomination 
for Congress in the Sixteenth Ulinois Dis- 
trict proves to have been premature.

Tn recent widening of the field of elec- 
tricity in the world’s work opens a new profes- 
sion of much promise. A prominent New York 
electrician, in aniaterview with a Boston Trav- 
eller reporter, recommends it to educated 

omen. “I stiould think,” said he “this might 

a matter of special interest in Massachusetts, 
where it issaid you have 60,000 more women 
than men. There are, itis safe to say, 100,000 
too many lawyers, and doctors, and teachers 
in our country. Every pfofession is over- 
crowded: and the result is mediocrity, aml a con- 
stant struggle against the limit of conditions. 
A new profession is an incalculable public ben- 
efit. Blectrical engineering can be learned in 
one-half the time given to the study of law or 
medicine. Great fortunes have already been 
made in its pursuit. The enormous extension 
of the telegraph, the telephone, the electric 
light, and, as will be, the eletric railway to ali 
parts of the world, creates a great demand for 
skilled electricians.” “ What is the foundation 
required, educationally, to enable one to learn 
electrical engineering?’ “A good mathemati- 
cal and scientific education, such as the. scien- 
tific course of our universities confers.” Are 
there yet any reguiar colleges established to 
give this training?’ “There are only four 
places in the world where it s now taught. 
These are Paris, London, Tokio (Japan), and 
New York, where this fall a college of electri- 
cal engineering will be opened.” 


Tue British troops in Egypt, days the 
Egyptian correspondent of the London Tunes, 
will have to encounter “the endemic hmematu- 
ria.” It is caused by a parasite, supposed to 
find its way into the human body by the inter- 
mediary of small fresh-water mollusks, with 
whicb many of the canais abound.” Its devasta- 
tions are so serious that “last year about a 
dozen ot the staff of the Eastern Telegraph 
Company at Suez were invalided within a month 
or two from the disease.” “About three- 
fourths of the ſellaheen population suffer from 
the scourge. It is often fatal; it generally 
leaves permanent mischief, and it is always of 
long duration.” It is a disease “which might 
decimate the army with permanent invalids 
after their return from Egypt, as only in a few 
cases, when thedisease has been severe, is there 
a complete cure.”’

Tne Alexandria correspondent of the Lon- 
don News telegraphs that since the immediate 
danger has passed away and all the foreigners in 
Alexandria are safe behind British bayonets 
they begin to ‘grumble and snari at those who 
protect them. They have even formed a com- 
mittee to watch over European interests, called 
a Vigilance Committee, and will be a source of 
eonsiderable trouble to Sir Garnet Wolseley if 
not firmly taken in hand and told that during 
the English struggie for civilization in this coun- 
try the foreign merchants and others who owe 
their lives to our protection cannot be aliowed 
to begin an agitation against any decision of re- 
sponsible English authority. The case is too 
grave to admit of argument, and the soouer the 
foreign colony bere is made to understand the 
situation the better for all parties.“ 


THe opposition of London workingmen 
to the proposed bridge across the Thames be- 
lew London Bridge has taken formidable and 
effective shape. At à recent crowded meeting 
the Chairman congratulated his hearers that 
their opposition had succeeded. Their point is, 
that such a bridge would prove ruinous to the 
trade and commerce of the old port of London, 
on the prosperity of which they are dependent 
for employment. Sir Edward Watkin has aided 
their cause by a subscription of five guineas. 
He says that a tunnel- railway underneath the 
Thames would be the cheapest, most servicea- 
ble, most expeditious, and most practicable 
method of solving the problem of communica- 


tion between tne north and south sides of the 


river in that part of London,

THE straits in which many Irish landlords 
find themselves are illustrated by a recent ex- 
perience of Mr. Allies, Secretary of the London 
Oatholic Poor School Committee, who is the 
proprietor of two islands off Galway containing 
3,140 acres, with a nominai rental of $3,170. Hay- 
ing been sued for $1,000 for poor-rates, he by 
legal advice paid it, and then wrote to Mr. Giad- 

tone to ask if the Governmept could not inter- 
vene to help him in view of the fact that for 
four years he had not received a penny of rent, 
and his agent bad informed him that any at- 
tempt to evict would be at the risk of his life. 
Mr. Gladstone replied expressing his great re- 
gret that he was utterly unabie to assist him. 


New OntxAxs is earnestly considering 
the question of a purer water- supply. A com- 
mittee of experts have reported favorably on 
the Borgne Lake as a source of supply. This is 
about twelve miles from the city, The company 
now furnishing the city with water, if it does 
not succeed in purifying Mississippi water, is 
willing to obtain the supply from Lake Borgne. 
Before 1832 the city relied on cisterns and on 
buckets and barreis of river- water. A company 
formed in that year supplied the city for thirty- 
five years. The succeeding ten years the city 
conducted the water-works, which were then 
sold to the present company.

AccorpDIne to the official estimates for 
1881, just published, the population of Scotland 
is 3,744,685—of whom 1,802,901 are males and 
1,941,784 femaies. About 9 per cent of the 
3,744,000 live in the eight principal towns. Of 
the total number of births, which was 126,214, 
8.29 per cent, or 10,466, were last year iliegiti- 
mate.

THE BATTLE-GROUND. 
The British in their steady advance from Is- 
mailia have received their first important check 


at a point on the Sweetwater Canal between that 
The point is Kassassin or

Egyptian villages— that is to say, it is composed 
of a numder ot mud huts, thatched with palm 
leaves, a rude mosque, and several clusters of 
date-palm trees.

In ali probability the 
Arabs worked up to the British encampment, 
under the shadow of the numerous embanked 
water-courses and got ju among the infantry 
before Sir Garuet Wolseley’s — 4 wers able 
to keep them out. Oncein among the infantry 
the Arabs had a fair chance of play havoc; 
for there can be little doubt that at close quar- 
ters a Bedouin, like an Afghan ghazee, is quite 
as good a man as an ordinary specimen the 
present British infantry. Indeed, it is doubtful 
whether be is not much better, both as regards 
physique and determination. If a few Bedouins 
got rigut in among a simiiar number of short 
service British soidiers they wouid be apt to 
damage that fine old ‘British fiction which as, 
sumes an English soldier te be the best in the 
world. Tue British will have to depend for suc- 
Cess — 2 excellence of their weapons, which 
of course are infinitely superior to those of the 
Egyptians, but they will have to be very cau- 
tious about relying on their physique.

An Automatic OContrivance to Save 
Trains in Case of Track Obstructions. 
William C. Shaffer, of Philadeiptia, is the in- 

vontor of a new railway safety lock and signal 

system which appears to be a safeguard against 
accidents from collisions, misplaced switches, 
open drawbridges, landslides, or the fall of 
rocks from the roof ot tunnels. At in- 
tervals of a mile along the line of the 
road are placed iron boxes contalum a mag- 
net and armature and operating an iron lever 
which extends above the track, When the train 
passes over one of these levers a bartrom the 
engine strikes it. and if the road is clear the 
lever is depressed and the train passes on, but 
leaves the lever locked so that itcannot be de- 
pressed again. Attheendof a mile it passes 
another lever, which is locked in the same mau- 
per. Immediately after passt and locking 
thethird lever a projection on rear car, by 
etrik a lever on the other side of the track, 
will complete an electric cirouit and unlock the 
first box. ‘At the next lever the second box will 
be unlocked, and so on indefinitly, always leav- 

two locked boxes behind the train. 

hen an engine reaches box two miles in 
the rear of the preceding train the lever will be 
locked, and, the bar from the engine striking it, 
wili move a lever on the engine which will shut 
off the steam. apply the air-brakes, biow 
the Whistle. By this means, and entirely with- 
out human agency, the train is stopped before 
it reaches the next box. The simple unlocking 
ot the draw of a bridge will bre the circuit 
and lock the levers for two miles on each side.

MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Dr. Davis Refuses to Issue a Death Cer- 
tificate. 

Mrs. Emma Aarvey, who tor several months 
has been boarding with ber aged mother and 13- 
year-old son at No. 220 Washington street, an es- 
tablishment run by Mrs. Mack, died rather sud- 
denly just before lo’clock yesterday morning, 
and as there seemed to be some suspicious 
circumstances connected with the case 
the Coroner was notified and an ar- 
rest was made. While it is asserted at 
the house that Mrs. Harvey died a natural death 
the Coroner seems to think that there is foul 
play somewhere. After looking into the case be 
ordered tbe arrest of Frank Millbouse, a driver 
for Parmelee, who was found and arrested by 
Detectives Elilott ana Wiley. A TRIBUNE re- 
porter talked to him last night at the 
armory, and was told that he was 
simply a friend of the family. He bad 
known Mrs. Harvey for several years, 
he said, but had never been more than ordi- 
narily intimate with her or the family. He 
rented the room they occupy for them at their 
request last spring, and had called occasionally 
since. Mrs. Harvey was quite frequently at- 
tacked with the same symptoms as she exhib- 
ited this time beforeher death. From her de- 
scription he thought they were neuraigic 
in their character. Mrs. Harvey's last 
husband had been dead, he thought, about 
five years, was a miner and weill orf. At the 
bouse Mrs. Mack told the reporter that Mrs. 
Harvey, to the best of her belief, died a natural 
death, although the Uoroner spoke of an abor- 
tion, and Dr. Davis, who attended her, had re- 
fused to issue a certificate of death. It was ru- 
mored at one time that the deceased had on 
several occasions iii-treated herself for 
the 3 of getting rid of evidences of 
her shame, but this was denied by Mrs: Mack. 
This lady thought that suspicions of malpractice 
arose from a remark made by Mrs. Harvey one 
day when not feel well. Mrs. Mack asked 
her what the trouble was; and she said she “had 
been flirting.’’ It is not likely that the case will 
amount to anything. Mrs. Harvey's body was 
removed to the morgue in the Harrison street 
patrol wagon.

Dismissal of the Charges Against Offi- 
cers Kenney and Cummings—Com- 
plaints Against Officers Considine and 
Holland. 

The bearing of the case against Officers 
Michael Kenney and Patrick Cummings, of the 
West Twelfth Street Station, who were charged 
with abusing several residents of String street, 
after they were arrested, was contiuued before 
Acting-Chief-ot-Police Austin Doyle at the 
Central Station last evening. 

The first witness called was Mrs. Maria Becker, 
of No. 106 String street. She testified that the 
officers bandied Mrs. Miller roughly, and caught 
her by the hair when they put herin the patrol 
wagon. The witness aiso saw the officers punch 
Mr. Kaiser in the side, and when he was in the 
wagon one of them struck him. She was unabie 
to identify either of the police officers present. 

Mrs. Augusta Frerweiler testitied in the same 
strain as the previous witness, and, like her, was 
unable to identify the officers. 

Mrs. Margaret Schmidt, of No. 126 String 
street, was a witoess of the abuse of Mr. Kaiser. 
Could not identify the officers. 

Mrs. Wilhelmina Peters, of No. 124 String 
street, saw the row, but testified to nothing 
definit. 

Mrs. Mary Kaiser, of No. 132 String street, was 
very much excited, but she was able to identify 
Officer Kinney as man who arrested Mrs. 
Holm. She observed no ence, although there 
was much confusion. 

Ald. Altpeter was called to testify regarding 
the opening between the lumber-piles which 
the fence would have closed, thus obstruct- 
ing the passage of fire-engines from 
String to Jefferson street, and rendering the 
danger from fire much greater than before. It 
was that fact that incensed the peopie and 
caused the trouble.

Chicago Pays a Sympathetic Tribute 
to the Memory of the Martyr. 


Farwell Hall Filled by an Enthu- 
siastic Audience. 


Speeches by L. L. Mills, Judge Bradwell, 
the Hon. Harvey B. Hurd, 
and Others. 


The Farwell Hall meeting last evening for the 
purpose of paying honor to the memory John 
Brown, of Ossawatomie, proved a great success. 
Both the main hall and the spacious gallery 
were well-filled with an enthusiastic audience, 
who applauded rapturously the utterances of the 
orators of the evening. Among those present 
were many of the best-known citizens of Chica- 
go, and the colored race, of whom John Brown 
was the Moses, paid grateful tribute to his 
memory by their presence. The widow of the 
patriot martyr occupied a seat of honor 
on the platform with a number of ladies 
and gentlemen. There was but little attempt at 
decoration made; nothing more than a tew 
flowers. A cabinet photograph of Joho Brown 
was placed in front of the speaker's desk, sur- 
mounting the motto, Resistance to Tyrants Is 
Obedience to God.” 

At about a quarter past 8 o’clock Judge James 
B. Bradwell called the meeting to order. He 
said that in 1858 John Brown, by the authority 
of Almighty God, with seventeen white and five 
colored men, made an attack on law-sanc tioned 
slavery. He captured the arsenal at Harper's 
Ferry, was taken and hanged. In less than ten 
years from that day there was not a slave 
within the borders of the United States. 
[Great applause.] His widow was passing 
through Chicago on a pilgrimage to the grave of 
ber husband and on a visit to ber children in 
Ohio.

Our farmers bave and will have 
an abundance of everything; our mechanics and 
laborers will have eheap tood; our factories are 
busy, and will so continue; our transportation 
companies begin the best season on record; our 
merhauts and tradesmen will have better buyers 
and more customers than during the last tweive 
months; our financial institutions will be busy 
and prosperous; and the whole. country will 
celebrate Thanksgiving-Day with more than 
ordinary joy and satisfaction.
